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COLORS AND TRENDS FOR SPRING/SUMMER '87 


SUMMER HEAT 


Hot brights in tonal combinations. The big two: dandelion 
yellow is shown with deep fuchsia, orange, pink; and blued 
greens with kelly, cobalt blue and mint. Also, red, lime 
and orchid. The silhouette is very 60's and 70's --more 

minis and flared pants. Fabrics range from giant seer- 
suckers, madras and black-backed Hawaiian prints to large 
geometries, more 50's Memphis prints and abstracts, American 
folklories. Texture is crucial here --focus on souffle weaves. 


CITY DARKS 


The new palette for executive wear; brick red, with khaki 
green, navy, rust and mustard gold as the vital accent. 
Also, a clear dark blue with silver grey and darkened 
fuchsia with jade green -- in a trimmer silhouette. 
Accents in esoteric and burnout prints. Raw silk, 

rayon, poplin, and drill cotton. 


COOL NEUTRALS 


Muted pastels are mixed with milky, pale neutrals. Ivory is 
the base shade, coral the bright accent with foam spray 
blue, mussel shell mauve, wet sand, limpet green and mellow 
maize. Texture and silhouette contrasts clinch this look. 
Soft, transparent fabrics are used in tight/flowing shapes. 
Art Nouveau and Impressionist paintings inspire the textures 
and their combinations. Flat shiny knits contrast with cot- 
ton lace, waffled textures, mini designs, cotton pique with 
sheers. 


SAHARA 


Dark desert neutrals in a structured look, with a French 
Foreign Legion feeling and "Out of Africa" influence. 
Brown, indigo, black, terrycloth, accented with cream. 
Canvas stripings, ticking stripes, herringbone, mini-tile 
motifs. In denim, raw silk, chino cotton and cool wool. 
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FASHION PREVIEW: SWEATER KNIT DRESSING FOR FALL '86 


Two exciting trends highlight the new sweater knits. The first is a 
refreshing lack of "gimmickry". Silhouettes and details are sleek and 
minimal. Second --sweater knits are used for all categories of sportswear. 
The best knits are refined, yet avoid this Fall's conservative 50's look. 


COLOR 


Bold leaf and floral jacquards in two-tone brights. CLEOPATRA shows a hip- 
length wool/cotton tunic with long sleeves and a shawl collar in a green 

and black, large leaf jacquard. This Spring's "offbeat spectator" stripes, 

dots and checks are reinterpreted with less traditonal colors. A long 

Sleeve, boat neck pullover from JAYSON YOUNGER features large jade polka 
dots on vibrant red wool. Also, Aztec designs in desert shades and muted 
pastels mixed with neutrals. Maize yellow and beige cheeks at JOAN VASS. 
Alpine patterns in red, black and white. 


SILHOUETTE 


The big news is straight-cut, split level layering in narrow shapes. At 

MICHAEL KORS FOR LYLE AND SCOTT, a black cashmere, sleeveless turtleneck 
peeks out from under a cropped, indigo blue crew neck, over a ribbed indigo, 
slim skirt. Sweaters hug the hips or are wider and cropped above the 

waist. Skirts and pants are cut close to the body. 


DETAILS 


Super-simple: the big two are textural interest and monochromatic 

layering. Textures lean toward the traditional: fisherman diamond knits, 
cables and ribs. A cream, angora blend, hip-length pullover at ANNE 

KLEIN II is vertically ribbed with interspersed square blocks of horizontal 
ribbing. BOSTON TRADER's deep-V, hip-length tunic in turquoise, multicolor 
flecked wool blend coordinates with a self cardigan, cut to midealf and 
same-length slim skirt. 





SHAPELY JACKETS FOR TRANSITION AND FALL '86 


In this new era of ultimate simplicity, sleek jackets complete the look. 
Rather than relying on detailing or prints, their statement is their shape. 
Romantic, peplumed hems, elongated hourglass versions with Nehru collars, 
cropped "waiter jackets", "baseball jackets" and the indomitable blazer. 


REBECCA SAN ANDRES shows a long, flared peplum jacket in black denim, 
with a collarless button front, dolman sleeves, and wide-belted waist. A 
Nehru collared hourglass jacket from ANTONIO GUAL is of purple wool crepe. 
Crepe jacket in black/white houndstooth check wool has wide notched lapels 
and cuffed sleeves -- by BETTY HANSON. 


Fabrics are wool-based, highly textured weaves, sleek gabardine or 
tissue thin shirt-jackets. Details: uneven hems (longer in front), 
zippers, shoulder flanges (particularly extreme at ANNE KLEIN TF}; 
large buttons. Wide lapels and angled vest hems. 


DESIGNER FOCUS 


ZACK CARR 


Zack Carr formerly an assistant to Calvin Klein, epitomizes the new trend 
in spare sportswear. His sleek, elegant designs border on austerity. The 
strength of the line lies in its shapely cut and unusual, yet perfectly 
balaneed proportions. 


Although many of his pieces are in traditional wools, the spareness looks 
better in more striking textures: suede, black denim, wool jersey ana 

crepe. A grey, extra-thin suede ensemble has a T-shirt with a daintily 
buttoned back, high-waisted straight skirt, self belt. The suede is 

enhanced with a clear acrylic buckle. The best "spare knit" we've seen: a 
putty green, back-buttoned pullover, worn over a knee-length self skirt and 
clay jersey turtleneck. The innovative detail: the sweater is half unbuttoned 
to reveal a back-buckled belt.

GORDON HENDERSON FOR SABINE 


Gordon Henderson thinks women should have fun with their clothes. His Fall 
'86 pieces inspire just that. He uses a "modern matador" theme in rich, 
opalescent jewel tones, defined with black. The collection has three 
interchangable categories: funwear, career dressing and evening/holiday. 
Funwear: highly stylized. Tight curves contrast with flared frills; 

shiny rayon and rayon/wool tweeds contrast with matte jersey. Tiny black 
tasseled zippers are used as accents. Form-fitted black wool jersey matador 
pants are tied with a medallion at the calf and shown with a "wrap flounce" 
blouse in jewel tones, accessorized with the new clunky shoes. "Career 
Dressing" retains the lighthearted sensibility. Jewel wools textured with 

a black, nubby effect and same-tone rayon/wool tweeds, augmented with 
bolero style scroll work. A blue, black nubbed wool jacket with broad 
shoulders, and scroll detailing tapered to the hip. Ankle length cavalry 
twill gabardine pants have cross-stitehed "corseting" running from the 

waist to each hip. Jewel-toned, metallic rayon and double face for 
Holiday.

FRANC WEISSMAN 


France Weissman's extensive, elegant couture collection focuses on fabrics 
and buttons. The sensibility is reminiscent of Yves Saint Laurent, where he 
apprenticed after FIT; strong, bold lines with dramatic flare. For Fall '86 
he shows a series of 50's cocktail dresses, cut close to the body with 
Sweetheart necklines, in hunter, fuchsia and black. Also, pattern mixing 
with matte, texture and shine. A thinly striped black and gold tank, with a 
cardigan in a black, lurex and silk/wool abstract leaf print, over a gold- 
backed black pane velvet skirt. A football shirt in black chiffon with 
jewel-toned pane velvet roses. An exceptional fabric for day: turquoise , 
brown, gold and green, chenille/mohair/lurex/wool/eashmere in a highly 
textured weave, for jackets.

CREATIVITY ABOUNDS AT THE MENSWEAR DESIGNERS' COLLECTIVE 


As the recent creativity in womenswear begins to settle, menswear takes 
off with a burst of bright colors, varied, extreme shapes: shorter, longer; 
billowing or fitted; and innovative, textured fabrics. 


COLORS 


Finally, primaries for men! Dark brights look best: deep blue, forest 

green, mustard yellow and brick red. ROBERT STOCK epitomizes the 

trend with his heavy wool, shawl collared pullover in off white, ringed 

with chest high, multicolor blanket stripes, and a centered husky head 
motif. MERONA features true primaries. A cardinal red sweater has 

wide royal, yellow and black stripes at the V-neck and elbows --shown with. 
a yellow and black plaid, brushed cotton twill button down and classic 

black twill pants. Also, the sophisticated darks: indigo, earth brown and 


wine, white on white, or off-white with beige and wheat, mixed greys. 


THE SILHOUETTES 


Anything goes! The big shirt is bigger than ever. NIGEL CABOURN's orange 
and white striped version is modeled after an English police shirt, with 
epaulets at the shoulders, button flap chest pockets and exaggerated tails. 
ARKITECT shows the new, fitted look with a long, tapered Nehru jacket in 
vivid red and green "Y" patterned wool. 


THE DETAILS 


Aside from the traditional, blazer based ensembles, three themes dictate 
the details: team sports, primitive or nordic ethnics and spare knits; 

often with futuristic treatments. Even the classics look individualistic 

in the aforementioned colors and highly textured weaves. BASCO exemplifies 
the sport theme with a black and white houndstooth checked wool "baseball 
jacket," with black ribbing along the V-neck cardigan front, cuffs and 
blousoned waist. RICARDO BINI uses an Inca inspired print for his beige 
and taupe, snap front polo shirt, with aurora borealis embroidery. A spare 
knit raglan crew from NANCY HELLER is of midnight blue cotton interlock, 
outer seams at the shoulder. KRUNCH combines the trends: a big, black- 
bordered cardigan with a bold green, yellow and red Nordic design, is shown 
over a bright red, wool jersey top with U-shaped, button front, funnel 
panel at the neck. 
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
